Members of the' 1971 HFWf were mostly young (median age 22), white

This xepoi^t presents information on the size and compogitfon joi the 1971, 
hired farm workitig force (HFWP) and on the employment and cash eamingjs from 
farm^ and nonfarm wagework obtained duritig ^he year* Brief ^highllghta pdint up 
some* of the most pertinent f^icts from the detailed data in the statistical 
tables* ^ The data were obtained from the 'annual, survey conducted 'for the 
Economic Research Service by the B\ireau of the Census as a supplementary part 
of the* regular Current* Population Survey 'made fn, Deceid>er.

About 2.6 million different perslms did some work on farms for cash wages 
or salary in 1971. (Excluded are persons not in the qivilian noninstitutional* 
population 14 years old and over at the time of the survey.) This repiresents 
an increase of aboUt 4.0 percent. from the estimated 2.5 million hired farm- 
workers in 1970 and reverses the decline in farm wageworkers which has beep in 
process since 1967. ^ ^ ' ^ * 

Casual workers (those who did^less than 25 days of farm wageWork) numbered 

about 1.2 million, about 100,000 more than *in^l970.* NpiicasuaJ. workers (those 

who did 25 days or mdre of farm wagework) numbered around 1.4? million, about 
35,000 less than in 1970. • *

For an avferage of 76 days of s^h work, 
they earned $88%. (Throughout this report, daily ^and yearly earnings refer 
only to 'the cash wagfs received .by workers and do not include the value of 
perquisites or fringe benefits furnished by the employer.) * 

Yearly earnings fron farm wageiLa3c 1971 changed slightly from 1970 in% 
all regions, declining in the Northeast and North Central and increasing in 
the West and Southern, regions*.

SOURCE Alfi' RELIABILITY OF THE ESTIMATES 



Source of data , —The estiio&tes in thife riBport are^^b^'ed on data obtained 
in Dccenber 1971 through supplementary q\ie8tiQjis in the Current Population 
^Survey of the Bureau of the Census. The s^anqple is spread over 449 areas 
comprising 863 counties and independent cities, with coverage in each of the 
50 States 'and the District of Coluxnfxia. Approximat^ely 50,000 occupied house- ^ 
hoJLds a^e designated far interview each month. Of this number, 2,250 occupied 
inits, on the average, are.visit.ed but ^Interviews are not obtained because the 
opcupants are not found at Home after repeateSd calls or are unavailable for 
some other reaaon. In addition to the 50,000 there are also about 8,500 sample 
units in an average 'month Which are visited but are* found to be vacant or other- 
wise not to be ifttervlewed. / ^ % \ '

The estimates* in this report concern persons 14 years of age or older who 
did fanawagework in 1971. , This data was coty5)iled fgorj supplementary questions 
to the ^rreiit Population Survey asked only if a perSon 14 years of age or 
elder had.nerformed farnwork for wage^ or salalry during 197^. These questions 
concerned nunfcer of^days of farm^wagework,' farm wages, migratory status, non- 
farm wagci^rk^andndnf arm wages, chtfef activity in 1971 » residence^ and other 
matters. 'Not included in this report ve hired* farnworkers who died, who 
entered the Armed ?Mrcfes, or ytho were removed from the civilian noninstitutional 
populati^ for oth^ ^eafeons prior to the sutwy. Also not included are 
foreign nationals who did farm wagework^in this country and returned to their 
. homefi, before th^ survey. The i;iun4>er>>^ foreign nationals admitted declined 
sharpl^ after the termination of FbblicLaw 78 in December 1964, and^ in 1971 
totaled only 13,684.-1/ The total number of person^ excluded from th^s report 
probably does n6t exceed 400,000 i» ^ > 

The es)timating procedure used in this survey involved the inflation of 
the weight^ sample results* to g^e independent estimates of the civilian non- 
institutional population of the United States hy age, color and sex. These 
independent estimates were based on statistics from the 1960 Census of Popula- 
, tlon; statistics 'of births, dea^s, immigration and emigration; and statistics 
oA^the stifcngth lof the Armed Forces. 

B .lability of the estimates .—Stoce the estimates are based on a^ sample, 
ttTey may differ somewhat from figures obtained if a complete census had been 
taken i4JUBing the same schedules, instructions, . andi enumerators . As in any 
survey work, the results are subject 'to errors of response and reporting as 
Swell, as being subjeat to sampling variability. 

The standard error is primarily a measure of sampling variability, that 
is, of the variations that occur by ^chance because a sample rather than the 
whole of tfce population is surveyed*- As calculated for this report, the 

1/ Farm'*Labn7\)evelopments, Manpower Administration, I^ept. of Labor. 
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Standard erroif also partially measures the effect of response and enumeratl<5h 
errors but does tfct measure any systematic biases in the data. The chances 
are about 68 out of 100 that an estimate from the sample would differ from a 
complete census figui;^ by less than the standard error. The chances are about 
95 out of 100 that the diffe^rence would be less than twice the standard error.

The figures presented in tables 14-18 are approximations to the stanc^ard 
errots of various estitoa^fes shewn in this report. In order to derive standar^ 
errors that would be applicable to a wide variety of items and could be pre-^ 
pared at a moderate cost, a number of approximations were required; As a 
restjit, the tables of^standard errors provide an indication of the order of 
magnitude of the standard errors rather than the precise standard error for 
any specific item.

Estimated percentages and estimated averages are computed by using sample 
data for both numerator and denominator. The reliability cJf these estimates 
depends both upon the size of the estimate and the size of the totals' upon 
which th? estimates are based. Estimated percentages are relatively more 
reliable than the corresponding estima|:es of the numerators of the percentages, 
particularly if the percentages are 50 percent or more. Table 15* contains the 
Standard errors of estimated percentages. Averages are subject to large 
samp-ling variability since the sample estimate of an average is affected by 
extreme' estimates. If sensitive indicators are needed, .other types of 
statistics, such as medians, s]iould be considered. Tables 16, 17, and 18 
contain the standard errors of estimated averages.

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Illustration of the use of the tables of * af-anHarc! errors. — Table 4 of 
*thls report shows that 172,000 persons were migratory farm wageworker^.*^ Table 
14 <8hows the standard error on an estimate of this size to be approximately 
23,000. The chances are 68 out of 100 that the estimate would have shown a 
figure differing from a complete^ census by less than 23,000* The chances are 
95 out of 100 that the estimate woul? have shown a figure differing from a 
comp|Lete census by less' than ^6,000.

Of these 172,000 migratory farm wageworkerd 56,000 .or 33 perceq^ are 
from the Southern Region. Xable 15 shows the ♦standard error of 33 percent on 
a base of 172,000 to Jje apj^roximately 6.8 percent. Consequently, chances ISire 
68 jout of 100 that the estimated 33 percent would be within 6.8 percent of a 
complete census figure, and changes are 95 out of 100 that the estimate would- 
be within 13.6 percent of a census figure, i.e.,, this 95 percent confi^dence 
inter^dl would be from "19.4 ^to 46.6 percent.

l!arwork for cash wages or salary consists of th^ following : (1) Work 
don6 on any farm for cash w^es in' connection* with tohe production, harvesting, 
threshihaj preparation for market, or delivery Co market of agricultural 
products; (2) work dpne off the farm for a farmer by his h^.red farmworker, such 
as trips to town to buy feed, seeds, or fertilizer, or to handle other' matters ^ 
involve^d in running the farm business; (3) repairs of farm buildings, machinery, 
, etc., performed'by a farm wagewo'rker when done along with the type of work 
i specified in (1) and <2) above; |ind (4) managing a farm enterprise for cash 
salary. . Not included as^ fannwoilc for cash wages or salary are (1) work per- 
' formed by farm operators, on their own farms, or "exchange" work between farmers; 
(2) work done* exclusively for "pay in kind"; (3) work done without pay on a 
.family farm by a member of the farm operator W family (a siAall regular cash^ 
allowance is not considered as fHrm wages) ; and (4) nonf arm work performed on a 
^ farm, such as the bulWiilg of a farm structure, the drilling of^ a well, the 
hauling of agricultural products to market by commercial^ truckters, or domestic' 
service in the home of a farmer; and (5) custom wdrk such as sprayinjg, thresh- 
ing, combining, etc., when a person is paid a combined rate for the use of his 
equipment and labor.

Age. — The age classification is based on the age of the person at his * 
last birthday. 

Color. — The term "colpr" refers to the division of .the population into \ 
two groups white and Negro and other race's (including such groups as Indians, 
Japanese, and Chinese) .

Chief activity .— Information on the chief activity of farm wgeworkers 
during the year was derived from .the question, 'Vhat was • . . doing most of 
1971— working, keeping house, going^ ^o School, ot something else?" If '^working" 
was reported as the chief activity, the l^nd of work the person was doing most 
of the year was determined. \ Farm wagework was reported if the persdn spent 
most ot his Working time doing farm wagework. Operating a^^farm was reported If 
a person spent most of his working time operating; his own farm (as a tenant, 
owner, ox sharecropper). Nonf arm work was reported if a ""person spent most of 
his working time in his own business or profession, worked without pay in a 
family^ business, or worked for pay (or pay in kind) in any nonf arm activity, 
such aa manufacturing, trade, construction, domestic service, etc. If the 
person dJLd not report "working" as his chief activity, information was -obtained 
on what he was doing most of the year. Looking for work (unemployed- was re-? 
ported for a person who spent most of his time without employment, but was 
/ actively looking for a job. Keeping house was reported for persons^ who spent* 
most of their time do in§ their own housework. Going to school was reported for 
persons who spent most of their time during the year going to school. , The 
category "other" was reported for persons who spent most of their tim^ at some 
activity other than those named above. 

Residence . — Residence is determined on the basis of the classification of 
the place In which the worker lived at the time of the gurvey.^ In^the Current 
Population Survey, farm wageworkers were classified as living on farms (farm 
residents) if they lived In rutal territory on places of 10 or more acres^ of 
land, and if as much as $50 worth of agricultural products w^re sold from the 
place in the reporting year. Also included are those who live^ on places of 
less than lo acres if as much as $250 worth of agricultural products were sold < 
from the place in the reporting year. Nonf arm-resident workers lived in urban
